Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argues that Klein did not disclose the limitation that 
transmitting from the device TCP/IP routing information corresponding to the device. 

Klein discloses a portable computer system transmits a location information to a remote receiver to inform the remote 
receiver of the location of the portable computer system in order to recover if stolen or missing. According to the 
specification on paragraph [0070], the tcp/ip routing inforamtion is a known location information. Therefore, the current 
rejection is fully reconsiderred and the examiner maintains that the references cited disclosed all the limitations of 
Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-33 and 35-38. 
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
